AGREEMENT 
ON CYPRUS 
IS EXPECTED

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 


Greece and Turkey were reported 
near agreement today on a draft 
constitution for an independent 
Cyprus, with the Turkish minority 
to have a veto over matters of 
foreign relations, defense and in- j 
ternal security.

The tentative charter would give j 


the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- j 
ization control of military bases j 
on the British crown colony, island 
in the eastern Mediterranean. But 
it has not yet been agreed whether 
Greek or Turkish troops will re- 
place those parts of the British 
garrisons to be withdrawn. 


The question of the garrisons 


may be left for further discus- 
sions when Prime Ministers Con- 
stantine Karamanlis of Greece 
and_Adnan Menderes of Turkey 
meet later with British Prime 
Minister Macmillan. 
" As far as constitutional arrange- 
ments are concerned, Britain re- 
portedly has informed' Greece and 
Turkey it will accept any solution 
they agree on. 


The draft constitution, agreed 


on in principle, would make the 
British colony an independent re- 
public. But it specifies that no 
part of the island would ever be- 
come a part of Greece or Turkey. 


There would be separate parlia- 


mentary bodies for the Turkish 
minority of 100,000 and the Greek 
majority of 400,000, with, a joint 
upper house in which each com- 
munity would be represented pro- 
portionately. 


The negotiators were reported 


moving toward agreement that 
matters concerning foreign af- 
fairs, defense or internal security 
would have to be approved by 
both the Greek and Turkish com- 
munities. 


.Cyprus has beeir-^wracked by 


strife—and NATO defenses in the 
eastern Mediterranean threatened 
— since November 1955 when 
Greek Cypriots stepped up a guer- 
rilla-terrorist campaign to join 
Cyprus with Greece.

Last year, the House" Legislative 


Oversight subcommittee removed 
Schwartz as chief counsel. But, 
exploring some of his accusa- 
tions and using files he has as- 
sembled, it launched investiga- 
tions that led to the resignations 
of Adams, who was President 
Eisenhower's chief assistant, and 
Richard A. Mack, a federal com- 
munications commissioner. 


The accusation against Hagerty 


involves a television station in the 
Albany-Schenectady area of New 
York and a series of decisions by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 


Hagerty said the FCC had made 


its decision before he requested 
some information about it. 


But Schwartz said, "The facts 


do show that three months after 
Mr. Hagerty intervened the FCC 
did reverse its original decision."

About Warren Schools

Question: 


"My husband and I were 


talking recently about what a 
fine thing the schools are doing 
for our Ninth Grade daughter. 
She is getting good, tough 
foundation subjects to help her 
to go to college. We are very 
pleased with the new setup in 
Mathematics because now she 
will be able to take one extra 
year of math. The schools must 
have screened this accelerated 
group well, because very few 
had to drop out of the pro- 
gram." 
Answer: 


"We, too, have been pleas- 


ed with the plans in math at 
Beaty and High School. We 
have our second two groups 
of 8th graders taking Algebra 
this year. Last year's two 
groups are now taking Geo- 
metry in 9th grade. Next 
year in 10th they will take 
Advanced Algebra, the usual 
subject for' 10th graders. In 
llth they will take their 
Solid Geometry and Trigo- 
nometry. This allows them to 
take College Math as 12th 
graders. 
"Last year and again this 


year the college-bound math- 
ematics students are taking 
their 
Solid Geometry and_ 


Trig plus the course in Col- 
lege Mathematics in their 
senior year. We have 35 
doing this now, and last year, 
20.' 
Question: 


"Dear School: We have sent 


two of our offspring to Jeffer- 
son School and one will be com- 
ing to you next year Somehow 
we have a very different idea 
of what we expect them to 
learn than was expressed in the 
letter given out at PTA Jan. 19. 
This was a page-long descrip- 
tion of ideals and morals every 
child should learn. I think it 
came from the PTA magazine. 


"I know we parents become 


misguided about many things, 
but somewhere along the way 
I received the impression that 
homes, Sunday Schools and 
churches would teach many 
of the moral and social con- 
cepts while our public grade 
schools were basically to 
teach the tools of communi- 
cation (reading, writing and 
spelling) and their best use, 
plus other basic subjects such 
as mathematics and the so- 
cial sciences, and a working 
knowledge of the fine arts. 


"I thought of the school as a 


place to teach the child to use

AGREEMENT 
ON CYPRUS 
IS EXPECTED

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 


Greece and Turkey were reported 
near agreement today on a draft 
constitution for an independent 
Cyprus, with the Turkish minority 
to have a veto over matters of 
foreign relations, defense and in- j 
ternal security. 
! 


The tentative charter would give j 


the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- j 
ization control of military bases ' 
on the British crown colony, island 
in the eastern Mediterranean. But 
it has not yet been agreed whether 
Greek or Turkish troops will re- 
place those parts of the British 
garrisons to be withdrawn. 
' 


The question of the garrisons 


may be left for further discus- 
sions when Prime Ministers Con- 
stantme Karamanhs of Greece 
and_Adnan Menderes of Turkey 
meet later with British Prime 
Minister Macmillan. 
" As far as constitutional arrange- 
ments are concerned, Britain re- 
portedly has informed' Greece and 
Turkey it will accept any solution 
they agree on. 


The draft constitution, agreed 


on in principle, would make the 
British colony an independent re- 
public. But it specifies that no 
part of the island would ever be- 
come a part of Greece or Turkey. 


There would be separate parlia- 


mentary bodies for the Turkish 
minority of 100,000 and the Greek 
majority of 400,000, with a joint 
upper house in which each com- 
munity would be represented pro- 
portionately. 


The negotiators were reported 


moving toward agreement that 
matters concerning foreign af- 
fairs, defense or internal security 
would have to be approved by 
both the Greek and Turkish com- 
munities. ' 


.Cyprus has been—wracked by 


strife—and NATO defenses in the 
eastern Mediterranean threatened 
— since November 1955 when 
Greek Cypriots stepped up a guer- 
rilla-terrorist campaign to join 
Cyprus with Greece.

Hagerty 
immediately denied this. 


"Mr. Schwartz was either misin- 


formed or was deliberately lying," 
he said. 


Schwartz, who is a New York 


University law professor, makes 
his charge against Hagerty in a 
forthcoming book, "The Professor 
and the Commissions." Parts of 
the book were released Saturday. 


Last year, the House Legislative 


Oversight subcommittee removed 
Schwartz as chief counsel. But, 
exploring some of his accusa- 
tions and using files he has as- 
sembled, it launched investiga- 
tions that led to the resignations 
of Adams, who was President 
Eisenhower's chief assistant, and 
Richard A. Mack, a federal com- 
munications commissioner. 


The accusation against Hagerty 


involves a television station in the 
Albany-Schenectady area of New 
York and a series of decisions by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 


Hagerty said the FCC had made 


its decision before hf- requested 
some information about it. 


But Schwartz said, "The facts 


do show that three months after 
Mr. Hagerty intervened the FCC 
did reverse its original decision."

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Development of 
Industrial Sites 
In State Is Urged 


UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (AP) 


— P e n n s y l v a n i a communi- 
ties should put more effort into 
developing industrial sites and 
modernizing zoning ordinances, a 
municipal government expert said 
today. . 


Dr. Robert A. Sigafoos, acting 


director of Pennsylvania State 
University's local government in - 
stitute, said "obsolete zoning ord- 
inances and negative community 
attitudes toward industrial facili- 
ties" are threatening the state's 
economic growth. 


"Industry is the unfortunate vic- 


tim of a vague communitywide 
belief that if better physical loca- 
tions are given it, residential 
neighborhood values will depreci- 
ate," said Sigafoos. "Too often the 
poorest quality land has been re- 
served for industry." 


He urged communities or their 


development agencies to "start 
active land assembly programs'." 
He added that blighted areas and 
hard-hit commercial districts'may 
"offer real potential for transi- 
tion into industrial sites." 


In the coal fields, Sigafoos not- 


ed, money is needed« to backfill 
and level culm deposits as a first 
step toward creating industrial 
parks.

New Methods for 
Producing Steel 


NEW YORK (AP) — Steel- 


makers currently are being forced 
to reappraise the traditional meth- 
ods of producing steel, Frank 
Senior, manager of the develop- 
ment section of KopjJers Co., Inc., 
said today. 


In a speech prepared for deliv- 


ery before the New York Society 
of Security Analysts, Senior out- 
lined several new steel making 
methods. Koppers is the world's 
largest designer and builder of 
coke oven-blast furnace integrated 
steel plants. 


Senior said his company' had 


formed a working agreement with 
a group headed by Dr. Marvin 
Udy, 
which has been developing 


a steel making process at its 
large scale plant at Niagara 
Falls, Ont. This is known as the 
Strategic-Udy Universal Smelting- 
Refining Process. 


Koppers' agreement with the 


tidy group is to assist it in the 
further development of construc- 
tion of Strategic-Udy plants. 


After describing several new 


steel making methods, Senior con- 
cluded, "the S t r a t e g i c - Udy 
process appears to us at this time 
to enpy advantages over the 
other competing^ processes thai 
may enable it to become the 
surviving process. 


"In any event, the application 


of the so-called direct reduction 
process will probably have a pro- 
found effect on existing foundries 
and the smaller isolated steel 
plants now operating on scrap. 


"By using local ores—either 


high or low grade, coal or lignite 
and power—iron or steel can be 
produced almost anywhere and in 
virtually any size plant.

"RS," "W," or "RH" preceding 
the policy number. 


2. Servicemen who, prior to 


January 1, 1957, placed their 
"V" or "K" policies under in- 
service waiver of premium pay- 
ments and who have not re- 
scinded such waivers. The 
provides that as long as a GI 
policy is under in-service waiver 
of premium payments, it does 
not participate in any dividends 
for which it might otherwise be 
eligible. 


3. The NSLI and USGLI pol- 


icyholders who have extended 
term, insurance in the "V" and 
"K" series, respectively.

NEW YORK (AP) — A good 


drama has emotional impact and 
> 


makes some statement about life. | 


The t r o u b l e with so many 


dramas in the current television 
season is that they sputter emo- 
tional fireworks all over the sky 
and fail to illuminate anything ol 
consequence. 


These generalizations bring us 


to the subject of "The Third Com- 
mandment," Ben Hecht's first 
hour-length teleplay, which was 
presented on NBC-TV Sunday. 


To dispose of the formalities, 


This Jess Oppenheimer production 
was excellently produced, directed 
and acted. It struck one with great 
emotional -impact. But what was 
Hecht trying to tell us? 


I, for one, don't know. 
It was the story of a Hollywood 


gag writer, Jim 
Mundy, well 


played by Arthur Kennedy, who 
lost his moral perspective when he 
began to make a lot of money. 
His wife, an idealistic minister's' 
daughter played by Anne Francis,' 
left him in djsgust. 
! 


Getting drunk, he went to an 


evangelistic meeting where he 
pretended that he'd found sudden 
salvation through belief in God. 
Thus he broke the Third Com- 
mandment by taking the name of 
God in vain? His insincere state- j 
ments captured the' emotions of 
many presumably sincere.people. 


Fired as a gag writer, he be- 


came an evangelist for the sake 
of money and finally decided 
grandiosely that he had healing 
powers. In the last scene he sud- 
denly changed his attitude and 
confessed to a vast crowd that he 
was a fraud. He barely escaped 
with his life when assaulted by a 
mob of the ill who had hoped he 
would cure them. 


"The 
Third Commandment" 


m o u n t e d its emotional scenes 
swiftly and powerfully. Technical-, 
ly it was superbly done, with' 
many memorable lines. 


Yet it is likely to be condemned 


and admired for wrong reasons, j 
Some may condemn it as an at-', 
tack on extreme emotional forms 
of religion. Others may praise tel- 
evision's courage in presenting a 
drama 
that attacked religious 


hypocrites. 


Personally, I'm convinced this 


was not Hecht's purpose. He wag 
primarily 
concerned 
with one 


man, 
an ambivalent creature who 


acted evilly and then for reasons 
as obscure was ashamed of him- 
self 
and tried 
to rectify 
his 


wrongs. 


But a play requires some moti- 


vations that I failed to find in this 
one. 
| 


The drama's swift pace and in- 


tensity carried it over many of 
its absurdities. But more than, 
emotion is necessary to make a 
first-rate drama, on television as 
much as in the theater.
